The One Hundred and Ninth Session of the Virginia 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
was held at Petersburg, Va., beginning on Wednesday, November 
11, 1891, Bishop John C. Keener presiding. 

The Session was opened with Divine service, conducted by Bishop 
Keener. 

The Roll was called by the Secretary of the last Conference, and 
the following members appeared and took their seats.* 

Paul Whitehead was elected Secretary, and P. A. Peterson and S. 
S. Lambeth Assistant Secretaries. 

On motion, the hours of meeting and adjournment daily were 
fixed at 9 o’clock A. M. and 1:30 o’clock P. M. 

The Presiding Elder of the Petersburg District, and the preach- 
ers stationed in Petersburg and the vicinity, were appointed a Com- 
mittee on Public Worship.

our Conference for foreign missions; and whereas of the handsome sum for- 
warded by the Rosebuds the larger part was not for the missions of the Board 
for whose support the assessment of #22,000 was laid upon the Virginia Con- 
ference. but for other missions: therefore, 

“ Resolved, That the Bishop be, and he is hereby requested to make answer 
to the following question of law, viz : 

“ May the Treasurer of the general Board of Missions, in his account with 
an Annual Conference, credit that Conference by any amount which may have 
been raised within the limits of the said Conference for the support of a mis- 
sion or missions whose support was not estimated for by the general Board, 
and, consequently, was not embraced in the assessment made by the general 
Board on the said Annual Conference for the support of its missions.

Minute Question 23, “ How many adults have been baptized dur- 
ing the year ? ” Answer — 3, 1 04. 

Minute Question 24, “ What is the number of Sunday-Schools ? ” 
Answer — 790. 

Minute Question 25, “ What is the number of Sunday-School 
teachers 1 ?” Answer — (officers and teachers), 8,281. 

Minute Question 26, “What is the number of Sunday-School 
scholars 1 ?” Answer — 55,250. 

Minute Question 31, u What is the number, and what is the esti- 
mated value of church edifices?” Answer — Number, 724; value, 
$1,647,770. 

Minute Question 32, “ What is the number, and what is the 
estimated value of parsonages?” Answer — number, 124; value, 
$238,475. 

Alexander G. Brown, presiding elder of the West Richmond 
District, presented the application of Rev. Henry E. Johnson, D. D., 
for recognition by this Conference of his orders as deacon and elder, 
and laid before the Conference the recommendation of the Quarterly 
Conference of West Chesterfield Mission for that purpose. Pend- 
ing the discussion of the case, a question of law was propounded to 
the presiding Bishop, which, with his decision thereon, is as fol- 
lows : 



“When a minister of the Methodist Episcopal Church, who wishes to unite 
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with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, withdraws from the ministry and 
membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church, with the avowed^purpose of en- 
tering the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and his Presid- 
ing Elder allows him to withdraw, and certifies over his own official signature » 
that the said minister has withdrawn from the Methodist Episcopal Church 
with no complaints against him, and commends him to the Bishops and min‘ 
isters of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, as worthy and well qualified 
to fill the office of a minister of the Gospel, may we not receive him under 
the terms and conditions of the Discipline, Section XII, in either of two ways 
that he may elect, viz , by the Quarterly Conference upon giving satisfaction 
that he is a suitable person to be received by them, or by the Annual Confer- 
ence, provided the Conference is satisfied with his gifts, grace, and usefulness, 
and his agreement with us in doctrine and discipline ? 

(Signed), A. G. Brown.” 

Answer. — “ He cannot be received and have his orders recognized under the 
terms of the Discipline, Section XII, for the ‘ receiving ministers from other 
churches.’ 

(Signed), J. C. Keener.” 

Under this decision the application for recognition of orders was 
rejected.

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On motion, the application of J. R. Sturgis for the superannuated 
relation was referred to the Committee on Conference Relations. 

On motion, it was ordered that when this Conference adjourn, it 
shall adjourn to meet again at half-past three o’clock, P. M., and 
that the order of the day for four o’clock P. M. be the report of 
the Board of Education. 

The Conference then adjourned. 



AFTERNOON SESSION— 3:30 P. M. 

Tuesday, November 17th, 1891. 

Conference met according to adjournment, Bishop Keener in the 
chair. 

Divine service was conducted by Francis M. Edwards. 

The minutes of this morning’s session were read and approved. 

Richard Irby, alternate lay delegate from the West Richmond Dis- 
trict, appeared and took his seat in the place of J. J. Mills, who 
has left the seat of Conference. 

At four o’clock the order of the day was taken up, and W. E. 
Judkins, from the Board of Education, made report. W. W. Smith, 
President of Randolph-Macon College, by invitation of the Con- 
ference, addressed the body concerning our educational interests. 
The report was then adopted. (See Reports). 

The Joint Board of Finance made distribution of the funds ap- 
propriated by it to the several claimants. 

The Joint Board of Finance furnished answers to the following 
minute questions. 

Minute Question 27, u What amount is necessary for the super- 
annuated preachers, and the widows and orphans of preachers?” 
Answer — $12, 000. 

Minute Question 28, u What has been collected on the foregoing 
account, and how has it been applied?” Answer — Collected in 
Conference, $10,170.09; received of Publishing House, $1,152.60 ; 
received of Colvin Fund, $32.85 ; received of Hall Fund, $150,000 ; 
total, $11,505.54. 

Minute Question 29, “ What has been contributed for missions ?” 
Answer — Foreign, $18,267.86 ; Domestic, $11,594.29. 

Minute Question 30, u What has been contributed for Church 
Extension?” Answer — $3,810.27. 
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J. W. Bledsoe, from the Board of Church Extension, made re* 
port, which was read and adopted. (See Reports.) 

The receipts and disbursements of the Rosebud Missionary Society 
for the year were read to Conference for information. (See Reports.) 

And on motion of 1 . H. Campbell, W. Cf. Starr and Geo. C* 
Vanderslice, the following resolution was adopted : 

“Whereas, Rev. J. B. Laurens, Secretary and Treasurer of the Rosebud 
Missionary Society, is detained at home by extreme bodily infirmity ; there- 
fore — 

“ Resolved , That we extend to him our sincere sympathy and pray that our 
beloved brother may constantly experience the sustaining grace of God, and 
that his useful and valuable life may long be spared.” 

J. P. Woodward, from the Committee on District Conference 
Records, made report, No. 2, which was adopted. (See Reports.) 

Minute Question 1, “ Who are admitted on trial?’ 7 was resumed, 
and John B. Winn, a local preacher of Clarkesville circuit ; Fred- 
erick B. Glenn, a local preacher of Amelia circuit ; Leroy L. Banks, 
a local preacher of West Street Mission, Petersburg ; Daniel B. 
Austin, a local deacon of Currituck circuit, and Samuel W. Day, 
a local preacher of Caroline circuit, were severally recommended 
by the Quarterly Conferences of those charges as suitable persons 
to be received on trial into the travelling connection, and having 
passed an approved examination on the course of study prescribed 
by the Bishops for candidates for admission, were severally admitted 
on trial accordingly. 

Minute Question 16 was called, “ Who are located this year?” 
and on motion, a location was granted to John C. Rosser at his own 
request. 

Joshua S. Hunter, Presiding Elder of the Farmville District, 
moved that Benjamin F. Smith be located, without his consent, on 
account of inefficiency and want of adaptation to the itinerant work. 
The Conference proceeded to investigate the matter, and Brother 
Smith defended himself before the Conference ; and by a very large 
majority the Conference refused to locate him. 

On motion, the application of James F. Twitty for the super- 
annuated relation was referred to the Committee on Conference Rela- 
tions. The Conference then adjourned.

Conference met according to adjournment, Bishop Keener in the 
chair.

Brown, W. Dickson Mower was granted a certificate of location at 
his own request. 

A. G. Brown and Geo. C. Yanderslice, Trustees of the “ Hall 
Fund, 77 reported that they had received $150 as interest from the 
fund, and it was ordered that this amount be paid over to the 
Joint Board of Finance. 

The Conference took up the consideration of the amended “ Finan- 
cial Plan, 77 reported from the Joint Board of Finance, and with a 
few amendments, made by consent and inserted in the original 
paper, it was adopted. (See Reports. ) 

E. M. Peterson, from the Committee on Conference Relations, 
reported, recommending for the supernumerary relation Charles H.

R. Sturgis, James F. Twitty, and E. P. Wilson, which was adopted ^ 
and it was ordered that the names of these brethren be returned in 
the answers to Minute Questions 17 and 18, respectively.

“ Whereas, According to the answer of the presiding Bishop to the question 
propounded by A. G. Brown and P. A. Peterson, with reference to the mission- 
ary assessment, it appears that, while the Virginia Conference has raised more 
than its assessment, yet, under existing circumstances, it cannot be credited 
with the amount raised by the Rosebuds, 

Resolved, That we respectfully urge upon the Managers of the Rosebud So- 
ciety the wisdom of confining their labor to collections only, giving the entire 
direction and control of the funds raised to the general missionary Board, 
and requesting the general Board to designate certain missions as Rosebud 
missions, thereby preserving the identity of the Rosebud work as an inspira- 
tion to the Society, but at the same time bringing the funds under the con- 
trol of the missionary Board, and thereby enabling them to be counted in 
meeting the assessment laid upon our Conference.” 
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B. N. Sledd, from the Conference Board of Missions, made re- 
port, which was adopted by the Conference. (See Beports.) 

On motion of E. N. Sledd and J. Powell Garland, the following

resolutions were adopted : 

“Resolved, 1. ■ That we recognize in the ‘Woman’s Missionary Society ’ of 
our Conference an effective agency for the awakening and cultivation of the 
missionary spirit among our people.

On motion of J. W. Bledsoe and W. G. Starr, the following reso- 
lutions were adopted :

BY BISHOP JOHN C. HRANBERW 

John Ellis Edwards, full of days, labors and usefulness, en- 
tered into rest March 31, 1891. He was born of Methodist parents 
in Guilford county, N. C., August 1, 1814. His birth into the 
kingdom of God at a camp- meeting, September 11, 1832, was an 
event to which he ever testified with full and joyous assurance. 
From that hour religion was to him a very positive, definite and 
blessed experience. He had the witness in himself. 

He received license to preach April 17, 1834. He spent the re- 
mainder of that year as assistant to Rev. Joshua Leigh, on the Ire- 
dell circuit, and joined the Virginia Conference February, 1833. 
His ministry, begun in his twentieth year and finished in his sev- 
enty-seventh, had a remarkable uniformity. He never located ; never 
took a supernumerary or superannuated relation ; never left the 
pastorate to fill an agency, or editorship, or professorship, or any 
other office ; was never a presiding elder. His business from first 
to last was the direct care of souls. There was a break one year, 
caused by extreme and protracted sickness ; he was left without 
appointment in 1843, his life being despaired of when the Confer- 
ence met. He lectured on mental and moral science in the Peters- 
burg Female College two years, and, with David S. Doggett, origi- 
nated and edited the Episcopal Methodist in Richmond for one year 
just after the close of the war ; but these engagements did not in- 
terrupt his relation or labors as preacher in charge. He served on 
two circuits in the Virginia Conference and on two circuits in the 
North Carolina Conference, which was formed in 1837. He was 
stationed one year in Beaufort, two in Newberne and two in Raleigh. 
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After eight years in the North Carolina Conference he was trans- 
ferred to the Virginia and put in charge of Centenary Church, 
Richmond. The remaining years of his ministry were spent in 
Richmond, Norfolk, Petersburg, Danville and Lynchburg. He was 
eminently the city pastor by adaptation and by length of service. 

In his youth he attended for four or five years a Quaker school 
near his home. Probably the teaching was thorough as far as it 
went, and we do not doubt that he learned readily and fast. In ad- 
dition to this important, though not extensive preparation, he 
brought to the ministry an acute and active mind, thirst for knowl- 
edge, aspiration after excellence, literary tastes, and urgency of con- 
science to fit himself as far as possible for the most effective dis- 
charge of his high office. He was all his days a diligent student, 
but also a not less diligent worker ; he studied that he might be the 
better worker. Brimful of life and energy, he threw his whole 
soul into whatever he did. Books were to him a perpetual feast, 
poetry an exhilaration. He intensely enjoyed both the composing 
and preaching of sermons. He was fond of conversing with his 
clerical brethren on Scriptural exegesis and doctrine, and on the 
planning of sermons. His pen ran rapidly over the page, and 
writing was no drudgery. Randolph Macon College recognized his 
scholarly and theological attainments by conferring on him the de- 
grees of Master of Arts and Doctor of Divinity. That he worked so 
hard and accomplished so much was not due to exceptionally good 
health. He had, it is true, a large measure of physical vigor and 
endurance. But in the prime of life a disease of the throat threat- 
ened to drive him from the pulpit, and to pass into consumption. 
Buoyancy of spirit, energy of character, tenacity of purpose and 
delight in life and work furnish the explanation. As might be ex- 
pected in a person of his mercurial temperament and variable 
health, he had seasons of depression, but they were rare and brief, 
and scarcely appreciable in his labors and social intercourse. Usu- 
ally he carried sunshine in his face and c.heeriness in his voice. 

From the start to the close of his ministry he was attractive and use- 
ful. In widely separated States of the Union and in distant Brazil, 
after the lapse of almost half a century, men spoke with admiration 
and gratitude of the boy-preacher, Edwards, and of \ articular dis- 
courses which they had heard from him, on circuits, or at carnp- 
meetings, in Virginia and North Carolina. His preaching grew 
richer in thought with the maturing of his powers, but never de- 
clined in freshness, charm and auction. 

His style, while free from eccentricity, had marked individuality. 
It was the unaffected outcome and expression of the man. The most 
conspicuous feature in his early years was the lively, changeful 
fancy which pervaded the entire discourse, as color pervades sum- 
mer landscape, and the frequent occurrence of bold and lofty im- 
agery, like hills and rocks that diversify and ennoble the scene. 
This dominance of imagination provoked adverse criticism from a 
few grave brethren, who thought it inconsistent with evangelical 
simplicity ; but God gives to each star his own glory, and if it be 
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true of meats, how much more of gifts of mind and speech, that 
each variety is good, and not to be refused, because it is sanctified 
by the word of God and prayer. The imagination relatively to 
other faculties was less prominent in his riper years, but continued 
a striking characteristic, and imparted both force and beauty to his 
latest sermons. 

Dr. Edwards was an instructive preacher. He brought forth 
abundant and varied stores, things new and old, from a treasury en- 
riched by reading, reflection and experience. His sermons were 
ornate, but they possessed depth of foundation, breadth of structure 
and solidity of material to bear the wealth of ornament. Exposi- 
tion, argument and application had each its full measure of space 
and emphasis. The arrangement was so orderly, the thought so 
lucid, the language so simple, that children and the illiterate list- 
ened with interest and understanding ; his freshness and fervor, to- 
gether with due proportion of narrative and description, reasoning 
and illustration, and pathetic and impassioned appeal, held the at- 
tention without weariness to the end of the discourse, which not sel- 
dom was an hour in length. He warned, rebuked, expostulated 
and entreated, faithfully and mightily. At times his denunciation 
of sin, and setting forth the wrath of God, were terrific ; but he 
dwelt chiefly on the love of Christ, the comfort of the Spirit, and 
the precious promises of the gospel. 1 he largest congregations heard 
distinctly his penetrating voice in its lowest tones ; it had strength 
and volume also, and rose with the height of the argument. He spoke 
with extraordinary rapidity in his quiet as well as in his fiery utter- 
ances, yet with such distinct articulation that it was easy to follow 
him. 

Dr. Edwards excelled as a pastor. Faithfully did he keep his vow 
to visit from house to house. His visiting was thorough, systematic, 
overlooking no member of his flock, single or married, prominent 
or obscure. He knew them all by name and face, character and 
condition. He gave special attention to the sick and troubled. He 
loved children, aud noticed them at their home, on the street, and 
in the Sunday-school ; it was his habit to go from class to class 
every Sunday and speak singly to the children. A good listener, a 
good talker, oversowing with humor aud anecdote, apt also for 
more serious and weighty conversation, few could equal him on so- 
cial occasions, and none enjoyed more keenly than he the company 
of congenial friends. But he never allowed these delightful re- 
unions to trench upon the time allotted to regular pastoral visita- 
tion. 

He was a successful minister. God gave him many souls as the 
seal of his call to preach the word. He looked and labored for 
fruit each year, and was not disappointed. A number of great re- 
vivals occurred under his pastorate. His labors were very efficient 
at camp-meetings and at protracted meetings, in which he assisted. 
He gathered the converts into the fold and cherished and trained 
them carefully. He was a skillful organizer and administrator of 
churches, a builder of elegant and commodious houses of worship, 
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and an adept in collecting funds for ecclesiastical and benevolent 
purposes. Every charge prospered in his hands. 

He wrote, as he spoke, easily and naturally. He published four 
books — “Life of Rev. John Wesley Childs/ 7 “Travels in Europe/ 7 
“The Confederate Soldier/ 7 and “Log Meeting House; 77 also a valu- 
able series of “Revival Tracts. 77 A minister of another Confer- 
ence remarked one day to Bishop McTyeire : “I have just read a 

tract by Dr. Edwards. It is my custom in reading to mark with a 
pencil any sentence which strikes me with peculiar force. To my 
surprise, I found on finishing it that I had marked every sentence 
of the tract from the first to the last. 77 In recent years, down to 
his fatal illness, he was a regular correspondent of a number of our 
Advocates ; his letters, containing reminiscences of his long life, 
sketches of men and books, comments on current events, and dis- 
cussions of topics which vitally concern the ministry and Church, 
were eagerly expected and devoured by a wide circle of apprecia- 
tive readers. The perspicuity, grace and glow of his style drew 
the reader on, with unflagging zest, to the close of article or volume. 

He was a zealous trustee of Randolph-Macon College and Mana- 
ger of the Virginia Bible Society. He served with ability in every 
General Conference from 1858 to 1890. 

Discretion and self-control, combined with warmth and breadth 
of sympathy and affection, were prominent traits in his character. 
He was, however, of excitable temperament ; his feelings rose 
quick and high, and broke ever in strong expression. When 
wounded or offended, he was sometimes hurried into impatience. 
But these occasions were rare and of short duration; calm judg- 
ment and brotherly love soon regained their wonted ascendency, 
and not a trace of bitterness lingered in his kindly and placable 
soul. He was the favorite preacher and pastor of multitudes. 

He had a large circle of devoted friends. His name is cherished 
as a household word throughout the bounds of the Virginia Con- 
ference, and beyond. Nowhere did he appear to greater advantage 
than in his own happy and beloved home. He was married in 1838 
to Miss Elizabeth A. Clarke, of Prince Edward county, Va. With 
the heart of a true wife, and not less consecration to Christ and to 
the Church for His sake than marked her husband, she was his 
helpmate for over fifty-two years, and now cherishes his memory as 
her richest earthly treasure. 

The mental powers of Dr. Edwards showed no failure to the end, 
but physical infirmity had grown on him for some years. It par- 
ticularly impaired his power of locomotion. He could not keep up 
his reputation as the brisk and tireless pastor who visited diligently 
all his people. In the pulpit and prayer meeting his strength did 
not abate, and in heart he never grew old. Early in 1890 he suffered 
with the prevailing influenza, called the grip. After partial relief 
he had several new attacks. He resisted bravely, but at length 
succumbed. While pastor of Market-Street Church, in 1884, he 
was suddenly seized with a violent disorder, which threatened 
speedy death. He was himself surprised at the perfect peace with 
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which he then, in full possession of all his faculties, confronted 
death. “ I have no preparation to make,” he said to his physician 
and friends ; “ that was settled long ago.” A worn-out invalid, he 
bore the same testimony in 1891. To the Trustees of Randolph- 
Macon, who met in Lynchburg three weeks before his death, he 
. sent by Dr. Sledd a message of love and the assurance of readiness 
for his departure. There was neither eagerness nor reluctance to 
go, but calm resignation and a sure hope. “ Is all well f” inquired 
a friend in the last moments. Feeble, yet decided, was the response, 
“ All is well.” 

It was a good time to die. He had preached his semi-centennial 
sermon. He had celebrated his golden wedding. He was in charge 
of a prosperous Church who prized and loved him. His three sons 
and their families were members of tne Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, one of them an honored member of this Conference. A num- 
ber of his spiritual sons were publishing the glorious Gospel which 
had come to their hearts with saving efficacy from his lips. His 
name was written indelibly on the hearts of hundreds of his converts 
and of thousands who had been comforted and edified by his minis- 
try. His own Conference had given him every proof of confidence 
and affection, and assigned him the foremost place as Chairman of 
their delegation in the last General Conference. Our whole con- 
nection held him in honor, and awaited with tender solicitude tid- 
ings from his sick room ; and many ministers and laymen of other 
communions shared the sentiment. His infirm and aged wife and 
his fond children were with him, ministering to his comfort to the 
the latest breath. He had finished his course, and the Master ho 
had served stood at the goal with the crown of glory in His hand. 
The hour had come for rest and reward.

John Gallatin Rowe was born in Fredericksburg, Va., Febru- 
ary 27, 1827. He was the son of George and Lucy Rowe, strict 
members of the Baptist Church. John was converted at a Metho- 
dist altar under the ministry of Rev. John Lannahan, of the Balti- 
more Conference, in his native city in 1847. He took time to read 
and think before he connected himself w ith any church. He wished 
to be sure about a matter so vital to his future happiness, as well as 
usefulness. All the Christian associations of his young life led to 
the church of his parents, brothers and sisters. But the germ of 
the future man was largely developed in young Rowe. He thought 
for himself, and was not to be carried in any direction until he was 
satisfied he was right, and.when he had reached a conclusion, he was 
firm and fixed in purpose. This was a marked feature of his whole- 
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life. He did not vacillate. The Methodist doctrines and usage 
met the desires of his mind and heart, and in 1848, when the church 
of his native city divided, he adhered South, and was the same year 
licensed to exhort, and in January, 1849, was licensed to preach, 
and was sent by his presiding elder, Rev. J. H. Davis, to West- 
moreland circuit to assist Kev. H. Gary. At the Virginia Con- 
ference held in Petersburg in 1849, he was admitted on trial into 
the traveling connection, and sent as junior preacher to Mecklen- 
burg circuit. He was married this year, November 21st, to Miss 
Margaret A. Purcell. In 1851-2 he was sent to Middlesex, a small 
circuit setoff from Gloucester, a single man’s appointment. But he 
had a wife and would have been greatly embarrassed had it not been 
for Capt. Robert Haley, a prince in our Israel, who took him and his 
wife to his elegant home and gave them every comfort for two years 
without charge. Brother Haley always remembered brother Rowe 
and his wife with the tenderest affection, as he often stated to the 
writer. 

It is not necessary that this pencil should follow this itinerant in 
all the byways of his active life from 1849 to 1880. In all his ap- 
pointments he made himself felt for good. For two years — 1869 to 
1871 — he was Agent for the Virginia Conference Sunday school So- 
ciety, and from 1871 to 1877 was Agent for the Virginia Bible So- 
ciety. In these positions, as in all the work committed to him, he 
was active, diligent, and, as far as possible, successful. As a 
preacher, the concurrent testimony is that he was earnest, direct and 
faithful in presenting the great cardinal truths and doctrines of 
Christianity, and in pressing home upon the hearer the necessity of 
the new birth. He did not deal largely in the arts of rhetoric, nor 
try to tickle the ear of the hearer with esthetic fancies. He was 
trained in the school of active, itinerant work, and his models — if 
he had any — were such sterling men as Joseph Carson, W. B. Row- 
zie, Thomas Crowder and Robert Michaels : men well calculated 
to impress a young preacher, and who left the impress of their life 
and preaching upon the church. Like these noble men, brother 
Rowe aimed at substantial results, viz.., the salvation of the hearer, 
and gracious revivals followed in all the charges committed to his 
care. If the life work of a man is to be judged by the results that 
follow, and there is no other righteous test, then John G. Rowe was 
not only a good preacher, but there were large elements of great- 
ness in him, for he did great things in the name of the Lord, and 
his works do follow him 

As a man, he was cordial, w arm-hearted and hospitable. He w as 
a man of affairs. He was diligent in business, fervent in spirit, 
serving the Lord. He had fine business qualities and was success- 
ful in a w orldly sense, but he never neglected his Christian duties 
nor allowed business to interfere w r ith his obligations to the church. 
The first suggestion I ever heard concerning the Virginia Confer- 
ence Brotherhood came from him in August, 1877. Out of that 
conversation came an appeal through the Advocate to the preachers 
to unite in such an organization, and at the Lynchburg Conference 
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that fall a tentative movement was made in that direction. The 
germ of this blessed benefaction came from the mind and heart of 
brother Rowe. He was not seen in its earlier movements, and never 
was, on account of ill-health and innate modesty, an active partici- 
pant in its work. As to his moral and social worth, and as to the 
estimate in which he was held where he was best known, I quote 
from a Bowling Green letter : 

“ He had the respect and confidence in a rare degree of this com- 
munity, where he had lived, with the exception of a year ot- two, 
ever since the war. Universal respect was paid him on the day of 
his funeral. There was a great crowd, composed of all. classes. All 
business was suspended. The town council attended his funeral in a 
body, and at a special meeting passed resolutions appropriate to his 
death. When he is spoken of now, it is frequently said that he will 
be greatly missed — that his place cannot be easily filled. In a word, 
he was a man in whom the elements were well mixed. He was just 
such a man as one would take to fight bravely and successfully the 
battle of life, which he did. A clear-headed, strong, brave man, 
with strong faith in God and stern devotion to duty.” 

For several years he had been a sufferer from cancer, and, while 
he did not murmur or complain, yet he seemed to be anxious to de- 
part and be at rest. Amputation of the arm was contemplated and 
he was consulted, and at the same time informed that it would likely 
prove fatal. His faith failed not. He saw Him who was invisible. 
He called his family around him and made the operation a subject 
of prayer, and then left the whole matter there — willing to suffer 
amputation or not, as God seemed to indicate. The operation was 
not performed. He was a ripe sheaf ready to be gathered in. He 
had lived for the hour that was so rapidly coming. Death’s sting 
had been extracted by a strong and confiding faith in the atone- 
ment, and the blood ot the Son of God had been applied to the heal- 
ing of the wounds of sin. The flesh was weak and suffering, but 
grace abounded. The sufferer was strong through the strength which 
God supplies. He stood on Pisgah, and, with undimmed vision, 
viewed the promised inheritance and awaited the voice calling him 
to come up higher ; and, on the 16th of April, 1891, he heard the 
voice of his Redeemer and gladly quitted this vale of suffering and 
went home, to be with God and the brethren who have gone before 
him.

Rev. Robert A. Armistead, son of Robert and Elizabeth Arm- 
istead, was born in Hampton, Elizabeth City county, Virginia, 
May 7th, 1808, and died in Richmond, Virginia, March 6th, 1891. 

On the 26th of October, 1826, he professed religion, and on the 
evening of the same day joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In September, 1827, he was appointed a class-leader. On the 
14th of September, 1835, he was licensed as an exhorter, and on 
the 16th of October following, he was licensed as a local preacher, 
under Rev. Moses Brock as Presiding Elder. 

On the 23rd of February, 1840, at an Annual Conference held at 
Farmville, Virginia, he was ordained a deacon by Bishop Waugh. 

At the Conference held in Centenary Church, Richmond, Va., he 
was ordained elder by the same Bishop on November 19th, 1843. 

His record as a local preacher was a noble one. He stood by the 
Church of his choice through the stormy period of her division in 
Hampton in 1828, and was largely instrumental in the building of a 
new house of worship in that town, the old one having passed into 
the possession of the Methodist Protestants. 

The late war, resulting in the burning of his native town and 
home, compelled his removal, and put an arrest for a while upon the 
labors to which he had been accustomed. 

Removing to Richmond, Va., he gave up secular business, and in 
1866, we fiud him preaching in Rocketts in that city. 

A gracious revival followed, and many were added to the church. 
He continued his labors here through 1867. In November, 1868, 
at the session of our Conference held at Charlottesville, Va., he ap- 
plied for admission, and was received on trial into the traveling 
connection 

His first appointment was to Richmond as a city missionary. In 
this field he remained two years. In 1871-2, he was the pastor of 
the Norfolk circuit. In this charge his ministry was very success- 
ful, resulting in the conversion of many souls, and in the building 
of three churches. 

In 1873, he was pastor of Princess Anne circuit (a large and la- 
borous field) and there many were added to the church. From thence 
on, he served as pastor the following charges in the order and date^ 
as follows : Lunenburg circuit, 1874 ; Dinwiddie circuit, 1875 ; 

West Hanover circuit, 1876-7-8 ; Goochland circuit, 1879 ; Spot- 
sylvania circuit, 1880 ; Caroline circuit 1881-2-3-4 ; Edenron sta- 
tion, 1885-6 ; Oaklette aud Bethel, 1887-8. This year closed his 
active pastoral work. In November, 1888, at the Conference held 
in Portsmouth, Va., he was, at his own request, placed on the su- 
perannuated list. 
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At his death, he lacked but two mouths and one day of completing 
his eighty-third year. This record shows that he was a steadfast 
Christian for nearly sixty- five years, a minister of the Gospel 
over fifty- five years, and a member of oar Conference over twenty- 
two years. 

His funeral took place from Centenary Church, Richmond, Va., 
where he was ordained an elder more than forty-seven years before. 

After he was placed on the superannuated list he preached but 
seldom, but as long as his health permitted, he was regular in his 
attendance upon the services of the church, and aided the writer in 
administering the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 

His health was feeble for some months before his death. His mind 
was clear and active to the last, and his end, one of peace. 

Pages could be written in truthful exposition of the many noble 
qualities of our venerable brother, but the limits of this paper per- 
mit only a brief summary. He was a fine type of a dignified, cour- 
teous and refined gentleman ; retiring in disposition, gentle in man- 
ner, aud true in his friendship. He had a thirst for knowledge; was 
studious, read much, thought much, and wrote much. The last two 
years of his life, he spent largely in reading and writing out his views 
upon a number of religious themes. As a minister, he had a high 
ideal. His conscientious attention to the details of his pastoral work, 
his untiring industry, and his patient toils, often under very adverse 
circumstances — in old age, and away from his children — bespoke 
the fullness of his consecration and his ardent desire faithfully to 
serve his generation by the will of God, and thus make full proof 
of his ministry. 

As a Christian, he was humble, consistent, earnest aud devoted. 
His life showed the strength and constancy of his faith, and the 
reality of his profession. 

In his last illness his chief concern centered in the spiritual wel- 
fare of his children. To them and the Church he so loved and so 
well served, he has bequeathed the priceless legacy of a life high- 
minded aud honorable, and one spent in the service of his God. 

His life and death place him in the category of those concerning 
whom it is said, u Precious in the sight of the Lord is the death of 
His saints.”

Rev. James Whitefield Compton was born in the south- 
western part of Bedford county, Virginia, December 5th, 1835, and 
died a few miles from the place of his birth on the evening of March, 
20th, 1891. When a lad of fifteen years, he was converted at Lm- 
maus Church under the ministry of Rev. M. L. Bishop, and at once 
joined the church, quickly manifesting a zealous interest in the 
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work of God, and giviug indications of the Divine call to be a min- 
ister of the Gospel. He was, however, not licensed till October 13th, 
1860, and then recommended to the Annual Conference, which re- 
ceived him on trial at its session in Alexandria, Va., in November, 
1860. The shadow of the Civil War was even then upon the face 
of the whole country. 

Beginning to itinerate at such a time, he labored in the Confer- 
ence for twenty years, going from mountain to sea shore. His min- 
istry was fruitful ; many souls were converted, and the circuits he 
served improved in most respects. His health, never robust, gave 
way to a considerable extent in these toils, and he was finally 
obliged, because especially of the condition of his throat, to take 
a, supernumerary relation, which he received at the Conference of 
1880. He settled upon a farm inherited from his father, a few miles 
from Emmaus church, and for the last ten years he worked out a 
support for his family, preaching as far as strength allowed and 
opportunity was given, selling books, (for which he developed great 
aptitude in the itinerant work), teaching, and otherwise striving to 
be usefully employed, and to do good to all he met. Living in the 
midst of the community in which he was reared, he maintained 
a good character, exerted a steady influence for God and a pure re- 
ligion, and performed the duties of a good neighbor and citizen. 
On several occasions, when the preachers of his circuit, or on some 
neighboring work, were disabled or cut off, he filled the appoint- 
ments until permanent arrangements could be made. His last work 
of the kind was on Staunton River Mission, after the death of Rev. 
Joseph A. Crowder, in March, 1890. 

Small in person, and often suffering from the infirmities of ill 
health, he was nevertheless a model of industry, energy, patience, 
and punctuality in his business. As a preacher he was clear, concise, 
pointed, and often very forcible. His reading, though not wide, 
was exact ; he was well-grounded in Biblical and theological knowl- 
edge, and discriminated quickly and correctly between truth and 
its counterfeits. He was an affectionate husband and father, and 
brought up his family in the fear and love of God. He was twice 
married ; first to a daughter of Mr. Gustavus Campbell, of Camp- 
bell county, who left a daughter, now grown, and the second time 
to Miss Eliza J. Norvell, of Buckingham, who with five children sur- 
vives him. 

His death was unexpected and tragic. At the close of 1890, he 
wrote as follows, in a manuscript book in which he was accustomed, 
after leaving off the keeping of a diary, to record his meditations at 
the close of the year: 

u We now bid adieu to 1890 and hail 1891, not knowing what it 
has in store for us. If spared to see its close, the good Lord help 
us to spend it better than we have spent any of the preceding years 
of life ; and if any of us are summoned away, God grant that 
we may be as servants watching and waiting for the coming of our 
Lord.” His wife says, “ He talked more about death and the un- 
certainty of life, all the winter, than I ever heard him before.” 
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What was “in store for him ” in the year 1891, about to unfold, was 
a painful and violent end. He had spent the evening of March 13th 
with Rev. Jno. W. Parrish, preacher in charge of West Bedford cir- 
cuit, at the house of sister Nimmo, widow of his kinsman, and dear 
friend, Josiah Nimmo, deceased. At the family worship he prayed 
appropriately and fervently for his hostess that God would sustain 
her in the bereavements she had suffered. Going by the Emmaus 
postoffice next morning for his mail, as he was dismounting, his 
horse took fright at something and ran off ere he had disentangled 
his foot from the stirrup. He was dragged for some distance, and 
so bruised about the head as to produce concussion of the brain. 
He was brought in an unconscious state to brother Isaac Cun- 
diffs house, and there lingered until the evening of March 20th, 
when at 7 P. M. his soul departed out of this life. He had not re- 
covered consciousness nor shown any indication of improvement, 
and thus “ making no sign,” he passed away, leaving as his testi- 
mony the record of his life and the habitual frame of mind which 
found expression in such entries as that we have above quoted — the 
last that fell from his pen. Of his piety, his trust in Jesus, his con- 
secration to the service of God, his sincere desire to do good, his 
submission to the Divine will, there can be no doubt. Of the 
years he spent in the Itinerant ministry, many fruits abide and tes- 
tify to his diligence and fidelity. His funeral and burial services 
were conducted by brother Parrish, at Emmaus, the church in 
which he was converted, in the presence of a large congregation.

Rev. John Martin Saunders saw the light in the city of Nor- 
folk, Va., April 23rd, 1817. At an early age he tasted the bitter- 
ness of orphanage. Deprived of both parents, he was left in pov- 
erty and loneliness, to drink a cup of dependence and neglect. 
Painful recollections of his sad and cheerless childhood haunted his 
maturer life. He spoke of that part of his history with shuddering 
pain, and always with reluctance. But God is the Father of the 
fatherless.” He guided and watched over the helpless orphan boy. 
He was, by the blessed agency of the Sunday-school, brought into 
contact with loving Christian people, in whose company he pro- 
gressed from the lowest class to the superintendency of the 
school at the Cumberland Street Church. Like Bishop Granbery, 
but at a date considerably earlier, he was converted in that church, 
at the age of seventeen, under the ministry of that great man, 
Dr. William A. Smith. Dr. Smith’s successor was Dr. (after- 
wards Bishop) D. S. Doggett, who greatly helped the young 
man whose heart the Lord had impressed with a call to the 





ministry, teaching him in his study for eighteen months in the 
subjects necessary to a proper discharge of his duties in the pulpit. 
He was licensed as a local preacher while Dr. Waller was pastor in 
Norfolk, and at first took charge of a large colored congregation. 
Meantime he attended school and increased his educational qualifi- 
cations. Assisting for a time Dr. Waller, at Trinity, Richmond, 
whither he had removed, he entered the Virginia Conference in 1842, 
and gave forty years to the active work of the itinerancy in every part 
of our territory, in circuits and stations, and for one" term of four 
years, as Presiding Elder of the Danville District. He had large 
usefulness, saw hundreds of souls converted, and the church grow- 
ing aud flourishing under his ministry and that of his brethren. 
Comforted by the love, and helped by the devout counsels of his no- 
ble wife (whom he had wedded in North Carolina — Miss Sallie 
Thorpe, of that State), enjoying the society of such a help meet, 
and occupied with two daughters giveu to them, life went along, for 
the most part, serenely and sweetly with him. In his latter years, 
his health gradually became impaired, specially by neuralgia, which 
broke him down, as it has some others of our best men. In 1882, 
he retired from the active work, took a superannuated relation, and 
removed to Missouri to spend the remainder of his life with his son- 
in-law, Prof. E. A. Allen, who had gone to that State, first at Fay- 
ette, then at Columbia, the seat of the State University. Hence he 
came no more to Virginia, except for a short visit with his wife and 
grandson, about the time of the General Conference of 188G, in Rich- 
mond. At Columbia he was bereaved of his wife in January, 
1890, and there, June 22nd, of the present year, he breathed out 
his own spirit into the bosom of his Lord. The bodies of himself 
and his wife are deposited in the cemetery of that town, far from the 
birth-places and early homes of both, but watched over by those 
whom they held dearest on earth. Soothed and comforted to the 
last by the loving attentions of their children, they fell asleep in 
Jesus, in the ripeness of an old age, hallowed and mellowed by the 
religion which had been “the glory of their brightest days.” 

In disposition and manners brother Saunders was genial, af- 
fectionate, cordial, and open. His hospitality was broad and 
warm. His brotherly-kindness was genuine and unreserved. He 
had no secret or bitter dislikes and antagonisms. There were 
about him a quaint humor, a sharpness of observation and discern- 
ment of human nature, which gave a peculiar charm to his con- 
versation. Great men, like Bishop Pierce and Dr. Duncan, felt it, 
and were drawn to him with an uncommon degree of interest and 
affection. 

He was not a close student, but a coustant and interested reader, 
fond of books, and loving to cull from his resources a relishing bit here 
and there, and dwell upon it w ith receptive fondness. As a preacher, 
he w r as somewhat unequal. At times he seemed to fall below alike 
his own ideal and the expectation of his hearers. But at others, 
he soared aloft and spake with pathos, point, and power. His 
average preaching was very good aud effective. He was a master 
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of well-digested theology and sound Biblical knowledge. He could 
be relied on to set forth a pure spiritual feast of correct doctrine, 
practical instruction, and high motive. The hearer would surely be 
told of Jesus Christ, the Saviour of men, and that in such a view 
as would naturally increase his sense of the need of such a Re- 
deemer, and his faith in such a gracious Lord. Nothing would be 
heard that could by any possibility repel him from the Cross, or 
awake a doubt of the genuineness and sweetness of the Christian 
religion. 

His endurance of the sufferings and languor of his last years was 
heroic and patient. 

The writer went to see him in May, 1890, and had a sweet and 
tender interview. He spoke of his recent great bereavement with 
perfect resignation and trust in God. He anticipated that his own 
end was not very far off, and alluded to it with tranquil faith. He 
sent messages of love to his brethren at the General Conference in 
St. Louis and at home in Virginia, and tenderly recalled the names 
of the men he had loved and admired, whose sun had set in peace 
since he was in his native State. 

His name disappears from our roll, leaving behind the bright re- 
flection of a faithful life and peaceful death.

Rev. William McGee was born in Richmond city, Va., Decem- 
ber 23rd, 1821 ; and died at the parsonage of Bethany station, 
Northumberland county, Va., April 2nd, 1891. 

At a very early age he was left a penniless orphan, without rela- 
tives or friends who were specially interested in his welfare. By 
some means he found employment in the shop of a tinner, by whom 
he was apprenticed to the trade. In the family of this humble 
tradesman he found a home, and was treated with kindness and af- 
fection. 

His early education, both secular and religious, was almost 
wholly neglected. The associates of his youth were ignorant and 
vicious. Up to his nineteenth year, he had seldom, if ever, en- 
tered a house of worship, and had nc intelligent idea of God or re- 
ligion. 

About this time he was led by curiosity to attend a revival meet- 
ing conducted by Rev. B. R. Duval at Union Hill Chapel. The ser- 
mon arrested his attention and made a deep impression on his mind. 
After several days of great mental anguish and earnest prayer, he 
was happily converted. He immediately connected himself with 
Old Trinity Church, and entered with his whole heart upon the 
Christian life. His fervent piety, good sense, and force of charac- 
ter, soon attracted attention. Though so young, both in years, and 
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in his religious life, he was appointed class-leader, and older (jhris- 
tians gladly accepted his leadership. In the missionary prayer- 
meeting, held in the neglected portions of the city and suburbs, he 
took an active part, and displayed such earnest zeal, and useful 
gifts, as to inspire the minds of his brethren with the conviction 
that God was preparing him for a wider sphere of usefulness. 

In the early part of the year 1843, Rev. T. G. Clayton, a Method- 
ist Protestant minister, having charge of a circuit in Charles City 
and New Kent counties, began to visit Richmond to look after the 
spiritual interest of a few families of his charge residing there. On 
such occasions, he held r eligious services in their houses. Young 
McGee often attended these services, and took much interest in 
therrr. His pastor remonstrated with him, and sought, perhaps 
rather harshly, to prevent his further attendance upon them. This 
the young class leader resented as an undue encroachment upon his 
personal liberty. The result was that he gave up his office, severed 
his Church relation, and united himself with the little band of Meth- 
odist Protestants. 

In the summer of 1843, he accompanied Mr. Clayton to his cir- 
cuit, and attended a series of protracted meetings. Led on by his 
zeal, encouraged by his success in winning souls, and urged by his 
pastor and brethren, he found himself, at the close of the Confer- 
ence year, without purposely seeking to become such, not only an 
exhorter, but a preacher of the Gospel of Christ. 

In this spirit, distrustful of himself, yet willing to be led, he at- 
tended the Virginia Annual Conference of the Methodist Protestant 
Church, which held it-s session for that year in the town of Smith- 
field, Isle of Wight county, Va. At this Conference he was admit- 
ted on trial into the traveling connection. He was sent to Hamp- 
ton and Fox Hill, and there began his career of a Methodist itiner- 
ant preacher — a career which, without a single break, he continued 
to the day of his death — a period of nearly forty-eight years. For 
twenty -seven years he ministered at the altars of the Methodist 
Protestant Church, and for twenty-one years he prosecuted his la- 
bors in connection with this Conference. 

As a Methodist Protestant minister, he, served the following 
charges, viz : Hampton, Norfolk, Lynchburg, Smithfield, Charles 
City and New Kent, Surry, and Princess Anne. He wa s for three 
years President of the Conference, and served as a delegate both to 
the General Conference and the General Convention of the Church. 

In 1870, by the union of the two Virginia Conferences, he became 
a member of this body, and received from it the following appoint- 
ments, viz : Last Norfolk, Berkley station, Manchester station. 
Eastern Shore district, Elizabeth City station, Hampton and Fox 
Hill, Murfreesboro, Liberty, McKendree, Norfolk, and Bethany sta- 
tion. 

Everywhere, and at all times, he was the same holy, consecrated 
man of God — the same earnest, diligent, faithful minister of Christ. 
He set out, in his Christian and ministerial life, with the noble and 
lofty aim to preach and live “ the gospel of the grace of God.” To- 
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wards this mark he pressed forward with a single eye and a 
steady purpose, looking neither to the right hand nor to the left. 
He took heed both to himself and to all the flock over which the 
Holy Ghost made him overseer. 

In him was blended, in a remarkable degree, calmness and 
strength, sobriety and geniality, sanctity, and all the sweet ameni- 
ties of life. He walked and talked with God. His “ conversation 
was in heaven. ” To the casual observer, his habitually serene and 
contemplative mood rnighu indicate a stoical indifference to the 
common affairs of life, and to all the varied interests, hopes, and 
fears, which were perpetually agitating his fellow- mortals around 
him. But not so. He was in profound sympathy with his fellow- 
men, and especially with all classes of the people committed to his 
charge. To each and every one of them he was not only a spiritual 
pastor, but a trusted earthly friend. They invited him to share their 
joys ; they confided to him their cares and troubles. Children ran 
to his arms to greet him at their homes or on the street ; and chil- 
dren’s children were taught to love and honor him. 

He was a true friend ; he never forgot his friends, or lost sight 
of them or their children. It may be said of him that though, as a 
Methodist itinerant, he was constantly changing his fields of labor, 
he never gave up a pastoral charge. He carried his people along 
with him — in his heart, in his thoughts, and in his fatherly over- 
sight. He re-visited them as opportunity offered ; he enquired after 
them, and often corresponded with them ; and, in times of trouble, 
hastened to console or help them. 

As may be inferred from what has been said of brother McGee’s 
early life, he entered upon the work of the ministry but poorly 
equipped, and at a great disadvantage. His education, even in the 
common English branches, was sadly defective ; but his sound judg- 
ment, his earnest zeal, his deep and fervent piety, his gifts of speech 
and song and prayer, rendered his early ministrations not only ac- 
ceptable, but, in an eminent degree, profitable. Churches pros- 
pered, and souls, in great numbers, were converted under his min- 
istry. Every year marked a steady advance in knowledge and adap- 
tability to all the requirements of his office. He rose steadily in his 
profession. Long before his deuth he had taken an enviable rank 
among his brethren as “ a workman that needed not to be ashamed.” 
He was versed in the deep things of God. As an expounder of ex- 
perimental and practical religion, he had few superiors. To the 
saints of God, especially in his later years, his sermons were “a feast 
of fat things” — of “wine upon the lees.” 

Of his generous liberality we have not time to speak. Ran- 
dolph-Macon College will perpetuate a remembrance of his public 
benefactions —Heaven will reveal the number and delicacy of his 
private charities. 

Brother McGee was twice married. His first wife was Martha C. 
Winfree, of Lynchburg, to whom he was wedded in 1847. She bore 
him four children, all of whom died young. This devoted com- 
panion he buried in 1884. In 1885 he married Mrs. Roberta Sprat- 
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ly, of Berkley. She, by her gentle and assiduous devotion, cheered 
his declining years, and survives to mourn his loss. 

Our sainted brother died as he had wished — at his post, and on 
the field of battle. He died in the midst of his weeping flock who, 
to the last, shared his thoughtful solicitude. To use the language 
of one of them, w r ho had known him well and long, “His death 
was like a grand and peaceful autumnal sunset.” Its halo still 
lingers over the spot where the veteran hero fell. 

Servant of God, well done !

Rev. James H. Dalby, the eldest son of James F. and Mary E. 
Dalby, was born in Norfolk, Va., February ‘24th, 1852. In the year 
1860 his family removed to Norfolk from Northampton county, Ya., 
where, at a very early period in the history of our country, their 
ancestry had settled. Five years after the removal, at the age of 
thirteen, our brother was converted to God, at a meeting which was 
held in the old Christian church, the only church then in the town 
With this he connected himself, and remained in its communion for 
four years, when he united with Cumberland-Street Methodist 
church in Norfolk. At the early age of fifteen, two years after his 
conversion, he became impressed with the idea that it was his duty to> 
preach, but resisted the impression. Several years thereafter, ho 
read a book entitled “A Call to the Ministry,” when, through its 
instrumentality, and after much earnest prayer, he became fully and 
finally convinced of his duty, and determined no longer to be dis- 
obedient to the heavenly calling. He accordingly prepared to enter 
Randolph -Macon College, which he .did in 1871, remaining three 
years, and graduating in several schools. During his last session 
at this institution he was licensed to preach, and in the following 
fall (1874) he entered the Virginia Conference to accomplish the 
work to which his life had been devoted. During his ministry he 
served the following charges : Leesville mission, one year ; Dorches- 
ter mission, four years ; York circuit, three years ; Currituck cir- 
cuit, two years ; Fiuvanna circuit, two years, and Middlesex circuit, 
three years. 

Briefly thus is summed up the history of a quiet and unobtrusive, 
but faithful and useful life. 

Being naturally of a retiring disposition, he w'as intimately ac- 
quainted with but few in the Conference, but those who knew him 
best esteemed him for his modesty and humility. He never spoke 
upon the Conference floor except to make a report of his work, 
which was always done without parade or ostentation. His virtues 
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were exhibited and his influence felt in the home circle rather than 
in public gatherings. 

Brother Dalby had naturally i good mind, which had been trained 
by years of study and the varied experiences of his calling. As a 
preacher, he was plain and practical; but some of his sermons have 
shown evidences of careful preparation and exhibited decided merit 
both in thought and delivery. As an itinerant, he was loyal to his 
Church and to the appointing power. Never seeking an appoint- 
ment, he went, without murmur or complaint, to the work to which 
he had been assigned. He did that work well. He always brought 
up the finances of his charge. His people loved him. No complaint 
has ever been made against him for failure to do his work faithfully; 
and no stain or suspicion tarnishes his reputation. He generally 
labored in obscure fields, sowing all alone beside the still waters ; 
and, while other reapers were shouting in solid ranks in the mighty 
harvest field, he quietly thrust in his sickle, in some solitary nook, 
to gather the golden grain where he had gone to scatter the precious 
seed of truth and life. 

How much the world owes— how much our beloved Methodism 
owes to men of this type, eternity alone will reveal. The grandest 
results are not always accomplished by those whom the world re- 
gards as its brightest intellects. Mediocrity has its mission. In 
that list of illustrious heroes, whose names sparkle on the page of 
our Church history, the men whose deeds were as sublime as their 
mission, and as immortal as their destiny, were men whose power 
and influence were not measured by the brilliancy of their intel- 
lects or the greatness of their genius. “Not many of the wise, not 
many of the mighty are called.” Not the number of talents, but 
faithfulness in their use, is God’s test of true worth. He does well 
who does his best. Judged thus, brother Dalby’ s life was eminently 
successful. He “lived not in vain, neither labored in vain.” 
Large revivals of religion attended his ministry, and many, saved 
through his instrumentality, will rise up “in that day” to call him 
blessed. 

Happy for us if we may meet the reward of such faithfulness.

“ O that each in the day 
Of his coming may say, 

I have fought my way through. 

I have finished the work thou didst give me to do.” 

During the year preceding the death of brother Dalby, his health, 
at one time, was so impaired that he sought the medical skill of Dr. 
McGuire, of Richmond, Va., and remained for several weeks, under 
his care, at the “Retreat for the Sick.” Upon the improvement of 
his health, he returned to his charge, where he remained until the 
close of the Conference year, winding up his work with a glorious 
revival of religion. With his family, he then visited his father and 
mother, at their residence in the town of Berkley, Va., intending to 
go thence to Conference at Lynchburg. But God had willed other- 
wise. Almost immediately on his arrival, he was taken sick. The 
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symptoms were not at first considered dangerous, but he gradually 
grew worse until the 27th day of December, 1890, when his spirit 
took its flight to the God whom he loved, and whom he had served. 

The writer of this tribute visited him frequently during his ill- 
ness, and always found him cheerful and hopeful. His trust was 
fixed in God. As he came nearer to the end, he said to the dear 
ones who gathered around his bedside, “ I am feeling as if the end 
is almost at hand.” “I do not think I can be with you long.” 
Later, he said : “ I am thinking all the time about those who have 
gone on before.” “ It seems as if their spirits are here with me” — 
at the same time mentioning the names of several of our departed 
brethren. 

During all this time, hope was entertained, both by his physi- 
cian and his friends, of his ultimate recovery, and the suddenness 
of his death came at last as a sad surprise. Gradually he sank into 
a stupor, whose end was death. He was ready, and God took him. 
“Well done, good and faithful servant.” We doubt not that he 
has entered “into the joy of his Lord.”

EDUCATION. 

Your Board, in making annual report of our educational work, find in it 
much to encourage us and much calling for increase of our zeal and liberality. 

Our attention as a Conference has been so often called to the historic posi- 
tion we occupy as a Church, in the maintenance of higher education and the 
obligations thus imposed upon us, to make our future conform to the past, that 
we deem it unnecessary to repeat this plea. Every element in oiy environment 
but serves to emphasize the duty to increase our efforts to give, as far as in us 
lies, a Christian education to the youth committed to us. 

If it be admitted that, as a Church, we stand for Christ, and that we mean 
what we say when we claim as our motto “ The World for Christ,” then we 
must see to it that Christ and His teachings be prime factors in our educa- 
tional work. By this we mean that our duty as a Church calls for more in the 
education of our youth than is provided for in State education. The latter is 
purely secular. It aims only at the development of the intellectual and physi- 
cal. The moral and religious culture of its pupils do not enter into its plans 
and methods even provisionally, much less by any mandate of law. 

All recognize the fact that the higher types of good citizenship rest upon a 
moral basis. We claim that such types can never be secured until the sanctions 
of Divine law enter the conscience of the citizen as a controlling force. 
For this, State education makes no provision. Even the simple reading of 
God’s word without note or comment is not provided for, and sometimes not 
allowed; and that in the face of the fact that the Bible is the corner-stone of 
^11 our constitutions, Federal and State, and its principles of government in- 
corporated in all our laws. 

Again, it is important for us to remember that the State has not only taken 
almost complete control of primary education, but she is reaching out and has 
large control of higher education. In her University, Agricultural College, 
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Military Institute, and William and Mary College, with its Normal School at- 
tachment, and her other Normal schools, she is offering higher education in 
almost every department — teaching the Languages, Science, Law, Medicine, 
Mechanics and Agriculture. 

We make no attack here upon her policy in thus seeking the elevation of her 
citizens. But the fact remains that, in all her educational work, there is a 
supreme want unmet, and a want for which Church schools and colleges are 
left alone to provide. That want is a moral one. We recognize a duty to the 
souls of our youth, and, as a Church, we cannot and should not remit the entire 
work of higher education to the State. To compete with the State, however, and 
fulfil our mission as a Church in this matter, we must make yet greater effort, 
and enlarge our gifts and patronage. 

We rejoice that our people are encouragingly alive to these facts, and in the 
past few years, and notably during the past year, have demonstrated their 
sense of responsibility for and appreciation of this work. 

During the past six years, under the leadership and mainly through the un- 
tiring efforts of Dr. W. W. Smith, President of Randolph -Macon College, the 
sum of $460,000 in cash, bonds and land has been raised for our educational 
work. Of this one hundred thousand dollars was for the endowment of Ran- 
dolph-Macon College; ninety thousand dollars for the Randolph-Macon 
Academy at Front Royal, Va., within the bounds of the Baltimore Conference ; 
seventy thousand dollars for the Randolph-Macon Academy in Bedford City, 
and two hundred thousand dollars for the Woman’s College at Lynchburg, 
Ya. As to the latter, it is to be remembered that at our last Conference session 
it was reported we had grounds to hope for such a college, but were not cer- 
tain of its realization. Since then, through the noble liberality of our friends 
in Lynchburg and the “ Ri Vermont Land Company,” we have secured a site 
for the College of twenty acres of land, valued at $20,000 ; cash and good short 
time notes of $20,000; stock and lots valued at $60,000, and obligations of said 
company under contract for $20,000, and interest-bearing notes for a permanent 
endowment of this College for #100,000. 

The building for this Woman’s College has been commenced and is to be fin- 
ished by December 1st, 1893. 

Surely these facts are phenomenal. They have no parallel, we believe, in 
the history of our Church or any other in the South, and elicit our gratitude 
to the friends who have so generously aided in this work. 

To Dr. W. W. Smith we feel, as a Board, we owe special thanks for the work 
he has done in securing these results. 

The Woman’s College and the Academies are all under the control of the 
Trustees of Randolph-Macon College. The Academy at Bedford City is carry- 
ing a debt of $30,000, but has a patronage and revenue which make it self- 
supporting and provides for the interest of its debt. 

The statistics appended as required of your Board, while showing some de- 
crease in'the number of students at the College, show an increase at the Bed- 
ford Academy, and a gain to date over last year of 20— giving a total roll of 
268. Our Faculty at the College are so well known for ability, experience and 
earnest piety, and their devotion to the spiritual welfare of the students, that 
they need no special endorsement by us. They command and deserve the 
confidence of the Church and the public at large. 

e Secretary and Treasurer of the College, Richard Irby, Esq., has submitted 
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to us the following facts as to the patronage of the College from our Conference 
bounds, to which he wishes us to call your special attention. 

They possess, we think, suggestive value. Whole number of students in the 
College from our eleven Presiding Elders’ Districts, 92 : in the Academy, 86 ; o^ 
these there are at the College from the Richmond District, 4 : West Richmond 
District, 19 ; Northern Neck District, 4 ; Charlottesville District, 7 ; Lynchburg 
District, 8; Danville District, 7 ; Farmville District, 7; Petersburg District, 5 ; 
Suffolk District, 16; Norfolk District, 11 ; Eastern Shore District, 4. Of these 
there are 19 ministerial students and only 41 full pay students. Out of 197 
pastoral charges in our Conference there are 144 from which there is no stu- 
dent at the College. 

These facts, at least, suggest an appeal to our pastors and laymen to labor 
more earnestly to increase the patronage of the College, as well as to enlarge 
its endowment. 

In the department of male education we also report “The Chesapeake 
Academy,” situated at Irvington, Lancaster county, Va., as in every way 
worthy of our commendation. It is under the control of a Board of Trus- 
tees, whose President is the Rev. W.W. Walker,a local minister of our Church, 
and whose Secretary and Treasurer is Dr. W. J. Newbill, a delegate to this 
Conference. 

This Academy has enjoyed great prosperity, and gives promise of much use- 
fulness to the youth of the Northern Neck section of our Conference. It has 
now seven officers and teachers and seventy scholars. 

We also report five students from our Conference in the Theological Depart- 
ment of the Vanderbilt University, four of whom are A. B. graduates of Ran- 
dolph Macon College. To the young men among us who contemplate taking 
a full theological course in any seminary, we specially commend the Vander- 
bilt as in every way best adapted to their future life work. 

COLLEGES AND SEMINARIES FOR YOUNG LADIES. 

We rejoice at the continued prosperity of the Danville College for Young 
Ladies. This institution, under the presidency of Professor R. H. Sharp ,M. A., 
aided by a complete and able faculty, has done in the past and is now doing 
thorough work in educating the young ladies committed to its care. Its num- 
ber of pupils is only limited by its capacity. Improvements have recently 
been made in the sanitary condition of the College building, adding to the 
comfort of the students very greatly. The patronage of this institution repre- 
sents a number of the States of the Union, and one pupil comes from Canada. 
It has twelve officers and teachers and 142 students to date. We cordially 
commend this College to our people. 

The Suffolk College for Young Ladies has long been favorably known to the 
Conference as the “Suffolk Female Institute.” Its charter has been altered and 
its sphere of usefulness enlarged. It remains, however, under the control ol the 
Misses Finney, whose works praise them in the gates.” Its continued and 
enlarged usefulness, excellence and prosperity commend it to the patronage of 
the Conference. 

The Southern Female College, located at Petersburg, Va., is one of the oldest 
institutions of learning for young ladies. It is under the presidency of Pro- 
fessor A. K. Davis, A. M., who is assisted b\ a corps of efficient teachers. The 
number of students at the College this year is larger than for years back. It is 
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an institution well equipped for its work, and is in every way worthy of our 
hearty commendation. 

The Bowling Green Female Seminary, under the control of Rev. E. H. 
Rowe, a member of our Conference, has worthily won its wide popularity by 
a faithful service of a quarter of a century. It is a Seminary of high grade, and 
yet it is a home school to which our people may safely commit their wards or 
daughters. We therefore commend it to the patronage of the Church. 

We are also glad to report that a site has been given and $12,000 raised to 
establish a female school of high grade at Blackstone, within the bounds of 
the Farmville District. This school is to be under Methodist control, and is a 
hopeful movement in the direction of district schools as feeders to our Colleges. 

We append herewith the Educational Statistics called for by the Disci- 
pline (see General Minutes) and offer the following resolution for your 
adoption : 

Resolved , That our presiding Bishop, J. C. Keener, D. D., be, and is hereby 
requested, to appoint Rev. W. F. Tillett, D. D., to the Vanderbilt University, 
and Rev. E. H. Rowe to the Bowling Green Female Seminary.

BOARD OF COLPORTACE. 

The Board of Colportage submits herewith, as part of its report, an elabo- 
rate statement by Dr. A. G. Brown, the General Superintendent of Colport- 
age, of the present condition of the work. 

Dr. Brown shows that a gratifying measure of success has been achieved in 
the face of many difficulties and with limited means. 

The Board is deeply impressed with the importance and great possibilities 
of this work and of the inadequacy of the present machinery to compass fully 
the object desired. 

We desire to call special attention to the statement of our General Superin- 
tendent of Colportage, that all orders from our preachers for any of our pub- 
lications can be furnished bv our General Superintendent at the same rates of 
discount as those offered by the House at Nashville. 

In dealing with our General Superintendent, we have the additional advan- 
tage that books not sold and uninjured may be returned to him. 

We would urge our people to procure their supplies of religious literature 
through our Superintendent of Colportage; for it is obvious that the greater 
the patronage he shall receive, the greater will be his resources for carrying 
forward the work he has in hand. 

With a view to carry out a recommendation in the report of the General 
Superintendent, the Board respectfully reports for adoption the following reso- 
lution : 

Resolved , That our pastors are requested to take up a collection in their con- 
gregations for the free distribution of the Word of God and of our Church 
tracts, leaflets, and other literature, and that the amount realized from this 
collection shall be paid over to the Executive Committee of the Colportage 
Board, and it shall be used and applied for these purposes under their direc- 
tion. 

The Board recommends the re-election of Dr. A. G. Brown as General Su* 
perintendent of Colportage for the ensuing Conference year.

Dear Brethren, — It is highly gratifying to be able to report, at the close of 
the second year of my agency, that the important work committed to our 
hands has steadily improved: and that much the largest increase this year 
over the sales of the last year has been realized in one of the widest, most 
inviting fields of our labors, viz : the Sunday-school department, and consists 
not only of the sale and circulation of the standard Sunday-school libraries 
and periodical literature of our Publishing House, but of our Southern Meth- 
odist catechisms, tracts, leaflets, primers, and pamphlets, thousands of which 
are now in the families and Sunday-schools of our people, and scattered broad- 
cast over many parts of our Conference territory. Messrs. Barbee & Smith, in 
a recent letter, say : “ We find, by comparison of accounts, that you have used 
more of our own literature than any other General Superintendent of Colport- 
age during this year.” 

These facts are the more gratifying because it was feared, by some sincere 
friends of colportage, that when the rush for the new hymn-book should cease 
our sales might so far fall off that we would find it impossible to maintain 
and press forward this great work on the plan of our Conference. On the con- 
trary, the growth of the work in other and very important directions exceeds 
the slightly diminished demand for the new hymnal; and nothing but the 
lack of the requisite men and means has prevented a much greater enlarge- 
ment of our business. The Epworth League, and other young people’s socie- 
ties, which have sprung up among us, have created a growing demand for a 
class of literature which we can and must supply on liberal terms. Plans are 
on foot to put our cheap and choice books on the counters of the chief book- 
stores in Virginia. 

The Presbyterian Board of Publication, Richmond, Va., desire that some of 
our publications may be placed with them ; and through a large and reliable 
New York dealer we can furnish, at 25 per cent, discount, and subject to ap- 
proval by the purchasers, the newest and brightest books of the American 
press, suitable for Sunday schools and family reading 
The Oxford and Bagster Bibles, the Holman & Co. Family Bibles, and the 
American Bible Society Bibles, in many styles of binding, are kept in stock at 
our Depository, and orders from our colporters and patrons generally can be 
promptly filled at lowest prices. 

A SAFE BUSINESS BASIS. 

Wishing to establish our system of colportage on a safe business basis, I made 
a trip to Nashville January 1st, 1891 : and after a pleasant interview with the 
Agents of the Publishing House, I entered into a written agreement with 
them, under the terms and conditions of the Chapter on Colportage, Disci- 
pline, section 4, page 217-20 , which reads as follows : 

I. It is agreed by Barbee & Smith, Agents, that Alex. G. Brown, General Su- 
perintendent, shall have the maximum rate of discounts that can be allowed 
with safety to the Publishing House on all purchases of our books and period- 
icals; and that we will recommend and request the patrons of the Publishing 
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House to buy our books and periodicals, and to supply their churches and 
Sunday Schools with our libraries and literature, by making their orders di- 
rectly from him, by which time and expense of shipment from Nashville may 
be saved. 

II. It is agreed by Alex. G. Brown, General Superintendent, that he will 
keep in stock, at the Depository of the Virginia Conference, Ashland, Va., a 
varied selection of the publications of the Southern Methodist Publishing 
House, and that he will sell and circulate the literature of our Church in the 
bounds of the Virginia Conference, through colporters and otherwise, putting 
our Southern Methodist books and periodicals into the hands and homes of 
our people at the same prices charged by our Publishing House, and at the 
regular discounts, viz : to preachers and churches, on regular publications, 25 
per cent.; to the trade, on small orders, 33 per cent.: and on large orders, 40 
per cent.; smaller discounts are allowed on special publications, and on the 
books of other publishers; on our Sunday school libraries and literature gen- 
erally, prices are net. 

III. It is furthermore agreed by Barbee & Smith, Agents, that they will de- 
posit with Alex, G. Brown, General Superintendent, a limited supply of our 
Sunday-School libraries and requisites, not less in value, at any time, than 
$500, at list prices, conditioned that the said Brown shall make the Publishing 
House secure, by depositing with Barbee & Smith, Agents, his personal bond 
for a like sum, and that he shall make monthly settlements with the Publish- 
ing House on account of the sales thereof. 

IV. It is agreed, also, that the business of the Publishing House and of the 
Depository of the Virginia Conference shall be kept before the readers of our 
Church paper in Virginia, and Alex. G. Brown, Superintendent, shall super- 
intend and direct the same, and the Publishing House shall furnish the requi- 
site advertising space.,

In compliance with these articles of agreement, Messrs. Barbee & Smith ad- 
dressed the following card to the friends and patrons of the Publishing House, 
which appeared simultaneously in the columns of the Nashville Advocate and of 
the Richmond Christian Advocate , over their official signature : 

*• Having satisfactory evidence that the Virginia Annual Conference has 
complied with the requirement of the Discipline, section 4, page 217-20, on 
Colportage, and has a plan of colportage in successful operation, and a Depos- 
itory connected therewith, located at Ashland, Va.. therefore we recommend 
and request the patrons of the Publishing House, in the limits of the Virginia 
Conference, to send their orders directly to Alex. G. Brown, General Superin- 
tendent of Colportage, Ashland, Va.. instead of to us at Nashville. Tenn ; and 
to make their purchases from him, as Dr. Brown will sell the books and peri- 
odicals of the M. E. Church, South, and furnish our Sunday-school libraries* 
literature, and requisites, at the same prices charged by us, and allow the same 
discounts given by us, on all our publications. Both time and expense may 
be saved by complying with this request.

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My action in this matter was taken after consultation with our Executive 
Committee, and I hope will have the approval of the Board and of the Con- 
ference. It will be observed that while securing to the Conference the bene- 
fits of the law on the subject of Col portage enacted by the General Conference 
at St. Louis, May, 1890, neither the Board nor the Conference is committed to 
the slightest financial responsibility. While acting for the Board, and in be- 
half of your great church work, I am alone responsible to the Publishing 
House for all purchases of books, and for bills of all kinds to whomsoever 
payable. 

This contract with the agents of the Publishing House brings that great 
connectional institution of Southern Methodism, always highly appreciated 
and valued by the Virginia Conference, much nearer to us, and enables our 
preachers and people to obtain its publications and to avail themselves of its 
large facilities for the supply of our churches and Sunday-schools with the 
literature of our own Church, through our Conference Depository, at the same 
prices charged at Nashville, and at the same discounts there given. 

Meanwhile, as remarked by Messrs. Barbee & Smith, by sending orders di- 
rectly to us, at Ashland, instead of to the Publishing House, at Nashville, 
much of the time and expense of shipments from that distant point may be 
saved to our people. We charge them nothing for packing, boxing, drayage, 
<&c. Our preachers and people are rapidly falling into line with this impor- 
tant movement, which, under God, gives promise of large and lasting bless- 
ings to our Chnrch, Sunday-schools, and people generally. 

Methods and Results of the Business 

The details of our work, though very interesting and important to us, would 
be manifestly out of place in this report, but my books and accounts are here 
for inspection of the Board, and I would be pleased to show them to you 
and to give any information you may wish with respect to opr business, its 
methods and results. 

Suggestive Facts. 

I cannot close this report without inviting the attention of the Board to a 
few suggestive facts : 

1st. We have employed nine colporters this year, two of whom have 
died in the work. More than double this number is needed for fields “ white 
already to the the harvest.” 

2nd. Wishing to supply, as far as possible, the lack of service by capable, 
well-trained, and qualified colporters, our itinerant pastors have taken up this 
much-needed work with commendable unanimity and zeal. Having had the 
privilege of paying their bills when the books were sold, and of returning un- 
sold stock, if not injured, in their hands, they have accomplished wonders, 
and while doing good by the sale and circulation of a pure literature, they 
have made valuable additions to their own libraries, and have added Qonsid- 
erably to their income, without incurring the slightest financial risk. 

3rd. A larger and more liberal circulation of that class of literature that sets 
forth and defends the distinctive doctrines and usages of Southern Methodism 9 
should be provided for without delay. 

“ Why I am a Methodist? ” “ Why I am not a Baptist?” “ Why I am not 

a Campbellite? ” Why I am not an Episcopalian?” “ Why I am not a Cal- 
vinist?” are questions, which, though answered a thousand times, should be 
answered again and again, not for wrath, but for conscience sake. 
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Pamphlets and tracts by thousands are at the Publishing House : “ For 
the Penitent,” “ For the Inquirer,” For Young Converts,” “ For Christians,” 
“For the Afflicted,” “For the Worldly-Minded,” “For Backsliders, “For 
Parents, “For Children,” “For Young People,” “For Methodists,” “For 
Church Officers,” “For Ministers,” “For Scoffers,” “On the Bible,” “The 
Lord’s Day,” “Romanism,” “Missions,” “Sunday-Schools,” “Temperance,” 
“Systematic Beneficence.” 

With these and kindred publications, our people should be well supplied, 
and they should be scattered far and near, all over our Conference territory 

Let us have a fund for that purpose ; for literature of this class should be 

given , not sold. 

4th. The w r ork of Colportage among us, is but in its infancy. We have but 
touched the outer rim of a circle that encloses endless possibilities of usefulness 
Having a mind for the work, let us go forward, and under God’s blessing, we 
shall win a glorious success. God is opening the way. Thanks to His great 
name that He counts us worthy, putting us into this ministry. Grateful for 
the little w r e have done, God will help us to do more and more if faithful to 
our trust.

SUNDAY-SCHOOL BOARD.

It appears from reports made at this Conference that our Sunday-School 
work has gradually developed, until to day it has assumed a state of strength 
and efficiency it has never before attained. In that portion of Virginia as- 
signed our Conference, there are not less than 60,000 members in our Sunday- 
schools, including officers and teachers. On an average there are expended 
$24,0u0 for Sunday-school purposes. Our schools, with but very few excep- 
tions, are supplied with our own Sunday school literature, and the facilities 
for obtaining this literature have been increased by the arrangement made 
by Barbee & Smith, General Agents of the Publishing House, with the Su* 
perintendent of Colportage of the Virginia Conference. w T ho furnishes it at the 
same rates that it can be obtained directly from Nashville. Last year there 
were 3 016 conversions of Sunday school scholars, and the indications are 
from the reports made at this Conference, that there has been even a greater 
number of Sunday-school scholars brought into the communion of the Church 
this year. Our pastors, as a rule, are warmly enlisted in the Sunday-school 
work. 

Thousands of the children are being trained to liberality in our Sunday- 
schools, and thus they constitute an important factor in developing the liber- 
ality of the Church ; and their influence, like the breath of the morning, is be- 
ing felt in every part of the earth. Their influence on the community at large 
is of the most healthful character. The most useful and efficient members of 
our churches are known to be those who w’ere converted in early life. 

From information before the Board, we are pained to record the fact that 
many of the children in our city Sunday-schools do not attend the regular 
services of the church. To correct this evil, we suggest that Sunday-schools in 
our stations hold their sessions in the afternoon. 

The money raised on Children’s Day has greatly aided in advancing our 
Sunday-school work, especially on our weak circuits and missions. We are 
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sorry to state that fifty-seven charges in the Conference failed to observe Chil- 
dren’s Day. 

The amount placed in the hands of the Treasurer of the Board at the close 
of the past year was $1,484.58. This amount, under the direction of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, was disbursed as follows :

PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

The present, as compared with former times, has, perhaps justly, been desig- 
nated a reading age. It is a fact, patent to all observation, that the more ex- 
tensive diffusion of education among the masses has created an extraordinary 
demand for literature, to which the prolific authorship and teeming presses of 
the world will not be slow to respond. Unfortunately, this intensified and 
more widely diffused appetite for reading may be misdirected and satiate it- 
self with food subversive of every interest of the soul for time and eternity. 
There is no lack of such food to-day. Books and periodicals, of the most per- 
nicious tendency, abound thick and foul as the frogs of plague-stricken Egypt, 
Hereby the most vitiated tastes are created and fostered, and the vile proclivi- 
ties of our fallen nature find the most tempting feasts on which to feed and 
grow to their utmost proportions, ensuring and precipitating in countless in- 
stances their ultimate and most disastrous issues. 

There is no more imperative duty devolving on the Church of to-day than 
that of providing, and rendering accessible to the masses, a literature so fresh 
and interesting that it will be read with avidity, and at the same time whole- 
some, purifying and saving in its influences. We rejoice to believe that our 
own beloved Church is becoming more than ever alive to the great responsi- 
bility that devolves upon her in this respect, and that, from our Publishing 
House in Nashville as a center, just such a literature through the Col portage 
system and other agencies is being disseminated throughout our bounds. The 
efforts, however, which have been hitherto put forth in this direction are very 
far from being commensurate with the necessities of the case. The dearth of 
religious literature in the homes of our people is lamentable to contemplate. 
The field is white unto the harvest, but the laborers are far too few. 

We rejoice in the remarkable success of our Publishing House, not only in 
its gain in assets of thousands, whereby it is able to contribute so consider- 
ably to the assistance of our superannuated preachers, their widows and or- 
phans, but also to enlarge its facilities for usefulness, purchase the copy-rights 
of new and valuable literary productions, and so cheapen its publications as to 
bring them within the reach of our poorer people, who have little means to 
spend in the purchase of books. But these results, however gratifying, are 
only the beginning of what we may reasonably hope to accomplish should our 
Colportage system become thoroughly effective, and all our ministers awake to 
the importance of lending all possible aid to the institution in its great and 
glorious work. Of the character of the books issued from our Publishing 
House it is scarcely necessary to speak. The special mention of a few would 
amount to an unjust discrimination against the claims of others of equal merit. 
Some of these are printed and sold for the authors; and their teachings are 
not in every case, or in all particulars, endorsed by the Church. But those 
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which are owned by us are sound in theology, and constitute a treasury of re- 
ligious knowledge of which we are justly proud, and which we heartily com- 
mend to all our people. 

Our Sabbath school literature deserves high praise, whether we consider the 
selections so judiciously made for our libraries, or the periodicals and lesson- 
papers which furnish such valuable help in the study of God's blessed word. 

The new plant for the manufacture of family and pulpit Bibles established by 
the House should command for its managers the thanks and congratulations of 
the Church. Thousands of dollars annually will thus be diverted from the 
coffers of others and flow into those of our own Church, thereby augmenting 
her resources and increasing her means of usefulness 

Of the Christian Advocate it would be difficult to speak in terms of exaggerated 
praise. Dr. Hoss and his assistant have proved themselves worthy successors 
of the trained and almost peerless journalist whose place they fill. Every 
number of the Advocate is replete with the most interesting and valuable reli- 
gious matter. We most earnestly recommend this paper to the patronage of 
our people. 

We also commend the Pacific Methodist Advocate , authorized by the General 
Conference to be published in the city of San Francisco, to the favorable notice 
of all lovers of our Church. With only a few subscribers from each of the 
various sections of our wide extended work this paper would be self-sustaining, 
and save a large expenditure of funds by our Publishing House, which, in 
that case, would be used to swell the appropriation to our superannuated fund. 

The Epworth League we deem a wise arrangement of the Church for the 
benefit of our young people, and have no doubt that it may be made a most 
valuable auxiliary to the pastorate in all spiritual enterprises and activities, 
and we recommend to all our ministers to foster and encourage the movement 
in their several charges. 

We are sorry to know that the Southern Redew does not receive the patron- 
age which its eminent literary merits deserve, and that it is still published at a 
cost to the Church. We cannot but hope that many of our intelligent and cul- 
tured laymen, and a much larger number of our ministers, may be induced to 
rally to its support, and that it may speedily become not only self-sustaining, 
but a source of revenue to the Church. 

The Richmond Christian Advocate is dear to our hearts and indispensable to 
our homes. It is the organ of our Conference, a live journal, ably conducted 
and worthy of all acceptance. May it soon find its way to the homes of all 
our people. We request the Bishop to appoint Rev. J. J. Lafferty as its Editor 
for the ensuing Conference year.

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BIBLE CAUSE. 

The Committee on Bible Cause beg leave to report : 

It was a notable remark of our. Presiding Bishop, as he named the Com- 
mittee on the Bible Cause, to the effect that with increasing years he more 
and more held in value and importance the circulation of the Scriptures. In 
these days of the higher criticism so-called, the distribution of the Bible, with- 
out note or comments is the antipodal effort of the soul-saving Christianity of 
the age. Men are learned and wise, but what wisdom they have is the limited 
gift of God, and all the while the foolishness of God is wiser than men. The 
bare reading of the Word has converted the infidel to faith in many a con- 
spicuous instance. 

The Virginia Bible Society is auxiliary to the American Bible Society, and 
manages the work in the State of Virginia. If it can raise more money than 
is needed for the local work, the surplus will be contributed to the American 
Bible Society to aid in supplying the mission world with the Word of God, 
so that the objects of the two societies are the same ; and the management of 
the work in our State is thought to be more effectual than in some other States 
that have no local society. We have had no such surplus for many years to 
help the parent society to supply the heathen world. 

The last annual report of our State Society shows that the need, applications, 
and appeals for the Bible increase yearly. The natural increase of popula- 
tion, the formation of new families, and immigration supply new openings for 
Christian work, and new homes to be supplied with the Word of God. Even 
in our towns and cities great destitution is found. Many will buy Bibles when 
carried to them, and many unable to pay even cost price, are gratuitously sup- 
plied. Withal, the Society is careful not to waste its means by placing books 
where they will not be cared for or used properly. 

During the year the Society has circulated 13,036 volumes of Scripture, 
whose cost value was $4,646.51. Seven hundred and forty-five volumes were 
given away to the destitute, aiding thirty-two Sunday-schools, supplying des- 
titute families, almhouses, hospitals, and penitentiaries.

REPORT No. I. 

The communication of the Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Missions 
of the M. E. Church, South, which was referred to this Board by the Con- 
ference, has been carefully considered, and we report as follows : 

We rejoice to know that the blessing of God is resting upon the labors of 
our missionaries in foreign fields, that converts are multiplying, and that “ a 
great door and effectual is opened” unto the gospel in well-nigh every quarter 
of the globe. But we have great reason to “ rejoice with trembling.” When 
God’s hand unbars the doors of darkness, it is that we may enter with the 
light and salvation of the gospel. He commissions us to enter ; expects us to 
enter; accords it to us a precious privilege; imposes it upon us as a solemn 
duty. What must be His thought of us when we forget our commission, dis- 
appoint His expectation, are indifferent to the privilege conferred, and negli- 
gent of the duty imposed ? He shows what he thinks in that He makes our 
interest in this great work and our fidelity to our obligation the measure of 
our own spiritual prosperity. He may permit our numbers, our wealth, our in- 
tellectual and social position and power to increase, but will send leanness into 
our souls if we do not meet our correspondingly increased responsibility. Are 
we doing this ? So far from it, the collections of the last year have so declined 
as to compel our General Board “ to adopt the policy of retrenchment.” 
There have been great advances in material prosperity in the South ; great 
accumulations of wealth in the hands of professed followers of Christ — mem- 
bers of the Church. But the money needed for the Master’s work is not 
forthcoming. We seem to be saying to him : ‘'You are going too fast in this 
matter of converting the world. Shut the doors and put up the bars. We 
are not ready to enter yet ! ” This unreadiness, sluggishness, indifference,, 
selfishness, imperils our supreme interest and puts a sad reproach on the 
name of Christ. The welfare of the Church at home and the honor of Christ 
alike demand that we bestir ourselves and come up to the help of the Lord in 
this day of opportunity and of crisis. 

Your Board cannot but approve the recommendations of the General Board, 
made through their Secretary. We welcome all measures that will deepen the 
interest of the Church in this work and enlarge its liberality. The. following 
resolutions are offered for consideration and adoption by the Conference : 

1. That our Presiding Elders be and are hereby requested to set apart one

day during their several District Conferences for the consideration of the 
subject of missions. 

2. That we will use all diligence in the dissemination of missionary intelli- 
gence among our people by preaching on the subject, by increasing the circu- 
lation of “ The Reporter ” and “ Sowers and Reapers,” and by the distribution 
of missionary tracts. 

3. That we will take collections for thi3 cause in all our Sunday-Schools as 
provided in the Constitution of the Board (Art. VI). 

4. That we recommend the organization of an Epworth League in every 
Church where it may be practicable, as a means not only of establishing our 
young people in the faith of the Church and developing their spiritual life, 
but also of awakening in them an interest and stimulating their activity in 
missionary work. 

5. That we recommend that our preachers in charge take their collections 
for Foreign Missions whenever practicable in the month of May, and forward 
the money to the Treasurer of the Conference Board of Missions.

REPORT No. 2. 

The Board of Missions of the Virginia Annual Conference has rendered 
assistance to fifty missions during the year, and the money which it has ap- 
propriated has been judiciously and profitably expended, as the reports which 
have been submitted to the Board clearly show. 

The several missions report an aggregate membership of 9,978, converts 
1,639 accessions 1.361, Sunday schools 146, scholars 8.522, and total amount 
raised for all church purposes $47,722.25. 

Newport News Mission requests no further appropriation. The outlook for 
the steady and permanent growth and development of this important field is 
very encouraging. 

The missions in our respective cities are, in the main, in a prosperous con- 
dition, and several of them give promise of soon becoming self-sustaining 
charges. The missions in the towns and counties, with some few exceptions, 
show improvement in many respects, and justify the Board in continuing 
appropriations for their relief 

The missions have been served by devoted and faithful men of God, and to 
their untiring labors, under the blessing of God, is due the gratifying success 
which has been achieved. 

Some of these men have had to undergo hardships and privations in the 
prosecution of their work, and their example commends itself to us as most 
heroic and praiseworthy. 

It is unnecessary for the Board to emphasize the importance and value of 
our missionary work, both at home and in foreign fields. This work com- 
mends itself to every man’s conscience in the sight of God, and it is earnestly 
hoped that every pastor during the ensuing Conference year will preach faith- 
fully on the subject, and push the collections with interest and vigor. 

Our people need information on this subject, and faithful effort to impart 
the same will no doubt be followed bv an increase of interest and contributions. 

Let love, loyalty and likeness to Christ incite us to earnestness and zeal in 
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the execution of His imperative and impressive command, “Go ye into all 
the world and preach the gospel to every creature.” 

The following question was referred to the Board for its decision : 

“ When an appropriation is made by the Conference Board of Missions for 
the support of the ministry on a circuit, station, or mission, has the Presiding 
Elder of the district a proportionate claim on the proceeds of that appropria- 
tion, or is the whole amount thereof due and payable to the preacher or 
preachers who have pastoral charge of that work ? ”

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FINANCIAL PLAN 

OF 

Virginia Conference. 



SECTION I. 

THE JOINT BOARD OF FINANCE. 

I. The Joint Board of Finance, composed of one clerical member of the 
Conference, and one layman of each Presiding Elder’s District, shall meet at 
each session of the Annual Conference. 

II. The members of the Board shall be appointed by the presiding Bishop 
(unless otherwise ordered) at the close cf each Conference session, and shall 
hold office until the close of the next ensuing Annual Conference. 

III. They shall elect their own chairman, secretary and treasurer, and shall 
fill all vacancies that may occur in the Board ; provided they do so by keeping 
up an equal number of clerical and lay members. 

IV. It shall be the duty of the Board : 

1. To receive all moneys collected as Conference Collection or otherwise, and 
distribute the same to the superannuated preachers, and widows and orphans 
of deceased clerical members of the Conference, according to their best judg- 
ment of their several necessities. 

2. To estimate the amount that will probably be necessary to meet the claim 
of the superannuated preachers, and the widows and orphans of deceased 
members of the Conference, and to apportion the same to the Presiding Elders’ 
Districts, for collection the ensuing year. This apportionment shall be made 
on the basis of the amount estimated for the support of the ministry ; and in 
like manner they shall apportion the amount assessed upon the Conference 
for the support of the Bishops. 

3. They shall receive the money collected for the support of the Bishops, 
and forward the same to the Book Agent, treasurer of the Bishop’s Fund. 

4. They shall receive and carefully examine the reports of the Recording 
Stewards, and prepare for publication, in the Conference Annual, a general 
financial and statistical exhibit, year by year. 

5. They shall decide all issues that may exist between the stewards and 
Presiding Elder, or any of the preachers, in relation to salaries, and their de- 
cision shall be final ; but in no case shall they allow any preacher to have a 
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claim on the Church he has served, as of debt, after his pastoral connection 
with it has ceased. 

6. All matters relating to the financial interests of the Conference shall be 
referred to this Board, and be carefully considered and reported upon by them. 

7. The members of this Board, and especially the Chairman thereof, shall 
carefully consider the financial interests during the year ; and shall collect 
such authentic information in regard to the pecuniary circumstances of the 
several claimants on the Conference funds as shall facilitate the business of 
the Board at its annual meetings. 

8. They shall make a full report of all their proceedings to the Conference, 
which shall either approve, recommit or amend their report. 




SECTION II. 

THE DISTRICT STEWARDS. 

1. The district stewards (see Discipline, page 118. par. 193), composed of one 
steward from each pastoral charge, elected at the fourth Quarterly Conference, 
on nomination of the Presiding Elder, shall assemble as soon as practicable 
after the adjournment of the Annual Conference. The time and place of the 
meeting shall be fixed by the Presiding Elder, and he shall preside in said 
meeting. 

2. It shall be the duty of the district stewards’ meeting, after consultation 
with the Presiding Elder, to estimate the traveling expenses and salary of 
the Presiding Elder, including his house rent ; and to apportion the same 
among the several charges of the District; and we recommend that this ap- 
portionment shall be made, as in the case of the Bishop’s Fund and the Confer- 
ence Collection, on the basis of the amount estimated, in the several charges, 
for the support of the ministry. The amount so apportioned shall be added 
by the stewards of the several charges to the allowance for their own preachers, 
and its collection shall be provided for in the same way ; and distribution, pro 
rata , of the amount collected, shall be made at each Quarterly Conference. 

3. The collections ordered by the Annual Conference and apportioned to the 
District by the Joint Board of Finance, shall be re-apportioned by the district 
stewards among the several charges ; and it shall be the duty of the Presiding 
Elder and preachers in charge, to take up collections for these objects in every 
congregation ; and the amount thus contributed shall be supplemented, if 
necessary, by private appeals to the members and friends of our Church. 

4. The minutes of the district stewards’ meeting shall be kept by a secretary 
elected for that purpose, in a book of which the Presiding Elder shall be the 
custodian. The secretary shall inform the stewards of each charge in the dis- 
trict of the sums apportioned to such charge. 

5. When there is a district parsonage, the rental value thereof shall be deter- 
mined by the district stewards; and that amount shall be divided among the 
several charges, pro rata, on the basis of the apportionments made for the sup- 
port of the Presiding Elder; and each charge shall have credit for the same. 
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SECTION III. 



THE STEWARDS ON PASTORAL CHARGES. 



1. The stewards on circuits, stations and missions, shall assemble on the call 
of the pastor, as early as practicable in the Conference year, and the pastor 
shall preside in said meeting and see that the Board is duly organized. 

2. It shall be the duty of the stewards, after consultation with the preacher 

in charge: . , , .. 

1st. To estimate the traveling expenses and salary (including house rent) 
of the preacher in charge, and to apportion this amount, together with the 
amount allowed the Presiding Elder, to the several churches composing the 



C ^‘2df The stewards shall report the apportionments made by them to each 



Church Conference, the whole amount to be raised, and that part of it which 
each church is expected to pay. The Church Conference may adopt its own 
method of raising this money, but if not otherwise ordered by the Church 
Conference, the stewards shall adopt the p'an of assessment, and each member 
of the church is expected to pay, according to his or her ability, for the sup- 
port of the ministry. 

3d The stewards of each circuit or station shall determine whether pay- 
ments are to be made weekly, monthly or quarterly, during the year. They 
shall then ascertain how much each member is able and willing to pay in the 
installments fixed, and whatever amount each member agrees to pay, he or 
she shall be under solemn obligations to pay, and can only be released from 
this obligation by order of the stewards, or by vote of the Church Conference 

for good cause shown. 

4th. The stewards shall report in writing at the first or second Quarterly Con- 
ference of each year what estimates and apportionments they have made for 
the support of the ministry, and their report shall be recorded in the supple- 

ment. 

5th. If the charge owns a furnished parsonage, the stewards shall determine 
the rental value thereof, and include the same in the amount estimated for 
the salary of the preacher in charge. If the charge does not own a fur- 
nished parsonage, the stewards shall take the steps necessary to secure a com- 
fortable home for their pastor, and in estimating his salary they shall include 
therein the amount necessary to pay the rent of his house; and in their set- 
tlement with the pastor, the stewards may retain, of the amount due the pas- 
tor, the amount necessary to pay the rent of his house, and nay over the same 
to the owner thereof. 

6th. It shall be the especial duty of the chairman of each Board to consider 
the financial interests of his charge ; to visit the different congregations 
thereof when necessary ; to remind them of their scriptural obligations to 
support the ministry, and to use every effort in his power to promote the finan- 
cial prosperity of his charge. 

7th. The recording steward shall forward to the Joint Board of Finance of 
the Annual Conference a full account of the assessments made upon his charge, 
the amounts received on the assessments, the disbursements of the same and 
the deficiencies, if any exist. He shall also forward annually, a full account 
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of all collections ordered by the Annual Conference, and shall transmit all 
moneys collected during the year for these objects to the Joint Board of Fi- 
nance at the Annual Conference. 

SECTION IV. 

CHURCH CONFERENCES. 

1. A Church Conference shall be held at each church as soon as practicable 
after adjournment of the first Quarterly Conference, and we recommend that 
a committee of not less than three, nor more than five, of the most judicious 
members, shall be appointed to apportion the amount assessed upon the church 
among the members thereof. 

2. This committee shall report their action to the Church Conference at 
this, or an adjourned meeting of the same, which shall approve, recommit or 
amend their report ; provided, that when approved by the Church Conference, 
it shall be considered the assessment for the year, and shall be morally bind- 
ing upon the membership of the church. 

3 The secretary of the Church Conference shall furnish the steward or 
stewards of the church with a true copy of the assessnents, and the stewards 
may appoint collectors to assist them in their work. They may also adopt 
the envelope system which, in many places, both on our circuits and stations, 
has proven a very convenient and efficient auxiliary. 

4. If a member should fail or refuse to pay his assessment, the stewards 
shall endeavor to make up the amount by voluntary contributions : provided, 
however, that they shall report the facts in the case to the next session of the 
Church Conference. 

5. The Church Conference may adopt such measures, in all cases, as they 
may deem proper, subject only to the law of the Church. 

SECTION V. 

PRESIDING ELDER’S REPORT. 

It shall be the duty of the Presiding Elders, of the several Districts, to pre- 
sent written reports to each session of the Annual Conference, showing: 

1st. The condition of the finances of their respective Districts. 

2d. The manner in which the financial plans of the Discipline and of the 
Conference have been executed.
